Shortage on Corn Crop. 


A dispatch from Springfield says: "The 
tatistical report of the Secretary of the 
dtate Board of Agriculture, just issued, 
eviewing the products of the state for 
889, makes a eomewhat startling state- 
ment relative to the corn yield, which 
amounted to 247,980,589 bnshelB, the 
stimated value of which was 858,537,047. 
?he cost of production, as returned by 
,fjOO correspondents, is given at 89.75 
per acre, or a total of $138,272,872, nearly 
510,000,000 in excess of the value of the 
crop. In twenty-two counties the profit 
was 82,526,304, while in the remaining 
jighty counties the loss was 812,562,127. 
Seven per cent, interest on the amount 
invested in the land was taken into 
account in estimating coat of produc- 


on. 
The area devoted to winter wheat is 


reported as seven per cent, larger than for 
Lhe previous year, and the condition of 
the crop much above the average. The 
Hessian lly and wire worm are doing 
some damage to the crop in a few South- 
ern counties, but on the whole little 
damage has been done. The same con- 
ditions govern winter rye. The year 
1889 has been au unusually productive 
one in other crops. Not ouly has the 
yield been good, but the quality has been 
above the average, and the farmers of the 
state have reason to congratulate them- 
selves upon the present condition of 
agricultural affairs. 


Referring to the condition of live- 


stock, the report shows the number of 
hogs reported for the year to be 339,391 
less than for 1S88. There were marketed 
3,008,030, bringing ?27,;!18,904, or 810,- 
000,000 less than for the previous year. 
In cattle, 2,398,191 were reported, of 
which 23 per cent., or 551,571 were mar- 
keted, bringing $18,378,190, or about 
^_,000,000 lees than the amount of 188H. 
The number of sheep reported wasG66,- 


723, of which 22 percenter 146,675, were 
marketed, bringing 8517,756, a slight in- 
crease over 1888. There is some com- 
plaint of disease among farm etock, but 
as a rule it is healthy, and with plenty of 
corn and late pasturage it ia probable it 
will come through the winter in good 
condition,"

COMPULSORY SCHOOL LAW. 


It Seems to Work Quietly and Most 


Beniflcially in Springfield. 


The attendance in the public schools 


of the city has been reduced somewhat 
lately by the prevalence of the grip, but 
still the enrollment for January shows 
3400 pupils, which is nearly 200 above 
the number for October last. The opera- 
tion of the compulsory school law in the 
city seems to have been comppratively 
satisfactory, and the number between 
seven and fourteen years who are out of 
school has been materially reduced. The 
law is enforced in a very conciliatory 
manner, and scarcely any one has been 
found who manifested a disinclination to 
comply with the law. Mary have been 
found, however, who were actually una- 
ble to clothe their children for school and 
provide books, but in nearly every in- 
stance these requisites have been sup- 
plied them, 
in securing clothing in 


such cases, the organized charities of the 
city have been of inestimable value. No 
worthy cases have been reported to the 
secretary of lhat organization which have 
not been relieved, and a large number of 
poor children have thus been helped into 
the public schools through the gifts of 
benevolent people who gave simply when 
asked, without knowing what good their 
gifts were doing. Of course it will take 
some time to reach all whom the com- 
pulsory law should reach, but thus far 
the operation of the law in Springfield 
has been very successful,and, so far from 
proving a hardship in any case, it has in 
many instances, as indicated above, been 
an exceedingly helpful measure aside 
from what it is doing as an educational 
influence.—Springfield Journal.
